offset the disadvantages suffered b) 
the Americans in paying approximate 
ly 40 per cent more wages than own- 
era of British and Norwegian ships. 
/ "Of course, so long as the war lasts 
nd the United States remains neutral, 
nothing will prevent a tremendous in­ 
crease in the American merchant ma 
rine,” said Mr. Schwab. 
"The 
real 
point, however, is that present dues, 
wages and other restrictions upon ves­ 
sels flying the American flag will pre­ 
vail after the war. and American ow n­ 
ers will again transfer their vessels to 
foreign registry. W hen the wage item 
alone, under American registry, costs 
under 
ordinary 
conditions 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 40 per cent more than 
British or Norwegian-owned vessels. 
it is not difficult to see the outcome of 
the situation.

Of course, not all stuttering is 
curable, but it is estimated that fifty 
per cent of it could be cured it it was 
attacked 
while 
the 
stutterer 
was 
young. 
The economic cost 
of 
speech de­ 
fects increases as the person so af­ 
flicted grows up. 
The 
occupations 
open to the stutterer 
are 
decidedly 
limited. 
Employers don't 
want 
de­ 
fectives. 
It is said that often indus­ 
trial accidents occur because of some­ 
body’s inability to speak quickly. 


Prom tile standpoint of the individ­ 
ual os well as of society as a whole, 
everything that can be done to correct 
this weakness should be done. Where 
speech defects are due to and associ­ 
ated with other abnormal conditions, 
such at- deafness and defective minds 
and bodies, the problem is even more 
serious. 
But where stuttering is due 
to over-sensitiveness, 
diffidence, 
dis­ 
couragement, embarrassment, a habit 
unchecked in childhood, the remedy 
can be applied promptly and effective­ 
ly in greater care, thoughtfulness and 
sanity in our methods of instruction 
and training both 
in 
school and at 
home.

Organizer For State Associa­ 
tion Writes Election Is 
To Be Held Soon 


Orange County Orchardists 
Entitled to Two Members 
Of Directorate 


R. E. Huntington, of Simi, who was 
here several weeks ago as organizer 
for the California Prune and Apricot 
Growers, inc., states that he has re­ 
ceived 
word 
that 
alm ost 
$500,000 
worth of Btock has been, subscribed 
and th at the election of trustees ma? 
be held soon after January I. 
“This means that apricot growers 
of Orange County must sign up at 
once, if they wish to take part in thiB 
election,” writes he. 
“They are en­ 
titled to elect two growers from this 
district as trustees on a board of 
twenty-flve in the state. 
“The California Prune and Apricot 
Growers, inc., are organized as a cap-] 
ital stock corporation and this voting1 
trust, composed of twenty-flve bona 
fide prune and apricot growers, is 
created which will hold the voting 
power of the common stock for a term 
of seven years, thus assuring that the 
business will always be operated un­ 
der the control of the growers and for' 
the benefit of the growers. 
“This is the plan of organization,: 


which the Associated Raisin Co., inc, 
of Fresno has been operating upon 
during the past four years with most 
wonderful results. 
In spite of an in­ 
crease of 300 per cent of crop during 
this time, they have by means of good 
packing and advertising been able to 
market their product 
at 
the 
best 
prices ever received, 
"The Peach Growers Association, 
which started last 
year, 
has 
been 
equally successful. 
“The prune and apricot growers 
have every reason to be equally suc­ 
cessful, as they have the experience 
of these other associations to profit 
by, and have some of the very best 
men in the Btate interested in their 
success, including Col. H arris Wein- 
stock, State Market Director. 
“Under the term s of our subscrip­ 
tion agreement, unless 75 per cent of 
the acreage in the state is signed up 
by March I, the organization will not 
attem pt to start, for it would be use­ 
less to do so, unless we have enough 
fruit to control the m arket. 
"If 75 per cent of acreage can be 
secured, the association agrees 
to 
enter into three years’ contracts, pay­ 
ing 8 cents per pound down on the 
apricots when delivered, and agrees 
to pack and sell the fruit at the very 
best prices obtainable,and pay back 
to the grower at the end of the season 
all that is received above the 8 cents 
which is advanced, less operating ex­ 
penses. 
“Some of the great advantages of 
organization will be: 
Elimination of 
speculation; stabilization of prices; 
standardization of pack; and reduc­ 
tion to the minimum cost of getting 
fruit from the producer to consumer. 
"There are 25,000 acres of non-bear­ 
ing apricot trees in the state, and on 
the other hand the consumption of 
dried apricots In the United States is 
less than it was twelve or fifteen years 
ago. 
“It is, therefore, very important that 
our apricot growers get together and 
enlarge our m arket through advertis­ 
ing, if we expect to obtain fair prices 
in the future.”
